10. Given the previous: Snd^weB-demonstfaie^^ performance of Shin Hoshikawa with 
regards to ttus.business routine, my reliance upon the Assignment of Patems 
document ptepar-ed by Shin HoshOcawa was wholly justified and represented tbe 
due' cafe which a prudent and careful person would exercise with iregards to his 
or her most important busioess. This error arrived imexpectedly and through 
the unforeseen fault or imperfection of a worthy and reliable employee.
